Just a reminder ... the 2 meter repeater uses a transmitter turn-on delay to prevent 
weak. distant signals, which are fading in and out, from constantly bringing up the repeater. 
The delay is 500 milliseconds. It delays tucn-on of the transmitter. If you key your mike 
before the transmitter drops the delay will not affect you. However, if the repeater 
transmitter has dropped, you should key the mike and pause briefy before beginning to 
speak. Otherwise, the first few syltables will not go out over the air.
